Both sides realize the supreme nec­ 
essity of a decision on both sides of 
the B renta river, 
lf Ita ly can m ake 
successful defense— as she is now do­ 
ing— and check 
the 
Austro-Germ ans 
on th e ir present line, 
she 
w ill 
be 
ready fo r a spring counter offensive. 
Officials regard the present situa­ 
tion as the most favorable amt 
the 
most hopeful for the Italians since the 
original retreat. 
The Austro-German 
strategy is now sufficiently unfolded 
to render it certain their sole winter 
object consists in reaching the Venet­ 
ian plains through the valley of the 
Itrenta. flowing out from the Alps at 
Hassano. 
T w o Salients Defend 
Protecting this crucial point, 
the 
Italians have two deep salients. 
One is east of the Brenta culminat­ 
ing with its most northerly point in 
Monte Solarolo. Monte Grappa is its 
highest point. 
Tile other is west of 
the Brenta. culminating to the north 
of Monte Zaibona of the Asiago plat­ 
eau. 
W’hile General Buelow’s German ar­ 
m ies. by successive and carefully pre­ 
pared attacks, seek to encircle "Monte 
Grappa 
by 
capturing 
contiguous 
ground and neighboring peaks, Gen 
eral Conrad’s Austrians are delivering 
either sim ultaneous or alternating at­ 
tacks against tile Asiago salient on 
the opposite side o^ th e Brenta. 
W in A lly A dm iration 
During a four day continuous as 
sault by tile enem y last week, the Ital 
lan fourtli army put up a resistance 
so formidable as to win the unstinted 
admiration of both the French 
and 
British armies. 
Snow fell throughout the mountain 
sector on Monday—the first real win 
ter weather. 
At the most the enemy 
has only a few days left before great 
drifts of snow will freeze him up. But 
even should the worst come to worst 
and the Italian defense be wiped out, 
the Italian. French and British armies 
are always ready to meet %ny emer­ 
gency. 
The terrific intensity of the battle 
now raging is aptly 
illustrated 
by 
testim ony of Austrian prisoners. They 
declare they are driven to the attack 
by a barrage fire of their own artil­ 
lery. put behind attacking waves and 
constantly moving forward. 
The Aus­ 
trians must advance or be wiped out 
by their own guns.

The Germans made 
only 
one success during the year and 
th at due to a surprise, and now is 
under investigation,” he said, refer­ 
ring evidently lo the Cambrui set­ 
back.

George this security can only be 
attained by

governm ent. 
"W e demand complete restora­ 
tion and compensation for the te r­ 
rito ry th at has been taken,” he 
declared. 
The return of German 
colonies is to be determ ined by 
international peace conference but 
is to be decided in the end by the 
wishes of the German people in 
the colonies themselves. 
Mesopo­ 
ta m ia and A rm enia should never 
be returned to Germ an rule. 
G reat B rita in ’s w ar aims as thus 
outlined, agree w ith those of the 
United States as recited in several 
recent speeches by President W il­ 
son.

With the older people, let us make our gifts use­ 


ful and give particularly to those who need them. 
For 


ourselves, it is not the gift that we want, but the re­ 


membrance of our friends." 


All Honor to The 
Business Men 


(By the Editor of the Register.) 


All honor to the business men for their hearty, in­ 
telligent and self-sacrificing co-operation with the food 
administration. 


Next to the food-saving measures inaugurated by 
housewives promptly last spring, when volunteers were 
called for by the food administrator, probably the best 
team w ork given the food administration has been that 
of the business men. 


In addition to being asked to contribute liberally 
to all war funds— which they have cheerfully done— 
the business men have been called upon for a dozen or 
m ore kinds of co-operative service— the reduction of 
profits to the minimum on staple food articles, the bur­ 
den of guiding the public in adopting substitute foods, 
the working out of economical manufacturing and dis­ 
tributing methods, etc. 


This co-operation often means real sacrifice by 
business men, especially among the retail food dealers, 
who work long hours and make very moderate profits, 
even in normal times. 


The food-saving measures in which they have been 
ask ed to join put upon them the burden of adopting 
new methods, and often cal} for ingenuity in making 
changes in the price and profit balance of their busi­ 
nesses. 


In all cases where they have been asked to render 
this service, either through their trade associations or 
individually, the response has been prompt and thor­ 
oughgoing. 


Put to the test, either in his business methods and 
policies or in the matter of contributing to war funds, 
the business man has proved his patriotism, without 
flourish of trumpets, in simple modest manliness that, 
does him great hpnor. 


President Wilson and His 
Special W ar Cabinet 
Urge That Christmas 
Be Observed as Usual

It would be a disastrous mistake for the American 
people to curtail sharply in gift-giving and turn this 
Christmas into a period of gloom instead of gladness.

Business will be hurt tremendously should there 
be a general curtailment in volume of Christmas buying. 
The spirit of the holiday would be stifled with par­ 
simony. 
The influence would be hurtful, rather than 
helpful to the nation. The great war agencies that de­ 
pend largely upon business men for contributions would 
be crippled. 


Let's buy holiday goods as liberally as means will 
permit. 
It will do everybody good, including Uncle 
Sam. It will do justice to business, to industry, to labor, 
to all the war causes that depend upon the public for 
support. Make it a real Christmas. Buy. Give. Pat­ 
ronize home stores. Buy at once. Fill the holiday with 
gladness and cheer. 


A s a class, the Business Interests have been the larqest contributors 
to the various war funds. 
These Business Men have bought larqe 
stocks of qoods in preparation for the usual holiday trade. 
Obviously, 
if the usual custom of buying qifts is not continued the consequence 
will he disastrous for the entire community.
